Change of Feed Does Not Appear to 
Affect Percentage of Butter 
Fat 


The best dairy cows, as a rule, car- 
ry but little surplus flesh, and con- 
sequently are unable to stand the ex- 
posure to cold as the beef animals do, 
so they must be warmly stabled to 
give the best results. If a large part 
of the feed supplied to a dairy cow 
has to be used for heat production 
there is but a gmall amount available 
for milk production. It will probably 
pay much better to heat very colid 
water, bringing it up to somewhere 
near body temperature, by the use of 
a rough, cheap fuel, than it will to 
have the cow: warm the water sup- 
plied her by the consumption of valu 
able foodstuffs. 

A change of teed 
ference in the per cent. of butter-fat 
which the cow puts into her milk 
The richness of the milk is the indl- 
viduality of the cow, and you can't 
change it by changing the feed If 
this could be done then people would 
feed Holstein cows a ration so that 
they would give milk just as rich as 
Jerseys and’ Guernseys. Different in 
dividuals of the same breed of cows 
give milk of different richness For 
instance, two Jersey cows standing 
side by side in the same barn and fed 
the same ration, cared for in exactly 
the game way, give different tests 
One of them will give 42 per cent 
milk, while the other will give 6.5 per 
cent milk, so that feed, speaking gen 
erally, has nothing to do with the test

Molasses for Horses 


Has a Tonical as Well as Food Value 
for Tomestic Animals 


Molasses has a condimental value 
which should pe taken into considera- 
tion when compounding rations for 
livestock. It is relished by both horses 
and cattle wh-n fed in connection 
with other feeds, and the increased 
patalabality of the ration will increase 
consumption and stimulate digestion 
and assiiYation of all the feeds con- 
tained in the ration 

lor horses, molasses has a pecu 
liar value, often being prescribed by 
veterinarians for cases of chronic 
coug’ or other diseases of the respir 
atory organs. The amount fed should 
depend upon the other feeds being 
used and the relative costs of nutri 
ents contained in same. Jlorses lave 
ben fed as high as 15 pounds of ino 
lasses per day where this was a cheap 
factor in the ration, but under ordin 
ary conditions, from two (to three 
pounds per day should be considered 


the maximum amount of this feed 
which can be profitably used, und in 
‘most cases a smaller allowance will

A return broaght down in the’ 
House of Commons at Ottawa the 
other day shows just what Canada 
is paying out to political colonels, 
three-fifths of whom, according. to 
the record, stay at home and never 


cable despatches in their local 


newspapers. These political colo- 


nels—we call them all colonels for 


convenience sake, but they inclade 
all ranks right down to lieutenant 

-draw two pay envelopes, one as 
soldiers of the King, the other as 
member of Parliament, or member 
of the Legislative Assembly, as the 
case may be. 

There are on this list of doubly 
blessed, twenty-three members of 
parliamevt and thirty-one mem- 
bers of the various provincial leg- 
islatures and their services as per- 
formers in khaki cost the country 
just $285.00 a day. The aggregate 
amount they drag down in a year 
is $104,000 or $208,000 in two years 
if the war lasts that long. Some 
of these parliamentary heroes who 
believe in playing both ends for 
the middle have been drawing 
khaki pay from the time the war 
started and will doubtless go on 
drawing it right up to the finish if 
not interrupted by any special out- 
burst of public opinion. 

For sixty per cent of them draw- 
ing their pay ia the most danger 
ous work they do. They have vo 
intention of going to the front. 
Real soldiers bleed for their coun. 
try but these fellows - bleed it. 
Safety first and business as usual 
these are their mottoes. It is 
possible for a passive resister of 
this kind, if he holds the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, to draw down 
in a year $2,650 which is a neat 
bit of money these hard times. 
This form of graft may look small 
beside shell and fuse contracts 
running into millions but it is 
contemptible enough to deserve 
some attention.

war, while the conflict lasts, In 
addition, quite out of a clear; 
sky, came orders for saddles and 
harness from the government of 
Great Britain, France and Fvs- 
sia, in large quantities, because 
the manufacturing plants of 
those countries could not pro- 
duce the supplies needed quickly 
enough. The harness business is 
always rather dull in the fall 
and the demands of the armies 
of the allies were gratefully re- 
ceived. Canada is being called 
upon to furnish horses at good 
prices, and beef at good prices, 
and in bulk considerably greater 
than is customary in times of 
peace, so Canada’s portion of the 
war surely has not been an un- 
mitigated evil. 

The markets of a few manufac- 
turers were upset by t he old 
world fighting, but they will find 
that their products may be di- 
verted to other markets. As a 
matter of fact producers so plac- 
ed are mot numerous in Canada. 
The majority of our mapufactur- 
ing plants are devoted to the 
production of goods essential to 


| 


the daily routine of the people 
and the demand in the home 
market is sufficient to enable 


them to maintain operations. 
The last Dominion census, that 
of 1911, is authority for the 
statement that there were in 
Canada, 1910, some 19,000 odd 
manufacturing plants. Of those, 
6,985, or more than a third of 
the manufacturing plants of the 


i 


Dominion should be able to 
carry ‘on their operations as 
usual. The employes on the pay 


rolls of these factories in 1910 
numbered 52,730. The wages 
paid totalled $14,492,568, and 
cost of material stood at $175,- 
453,469, the whole constituting a 
considerable item, the spending 
of which is calculated to stimu- 
late activity in other lines of 
industry. 

In. timber and wood products 
the census ves the number of 
plants as 4 Soo, employees 110, 
049, the wages paid $39,379,739) 
and the cost. of materials $94, 
052,429. Speculative ‘building 
has largely ceased, but Canadian 
woods may be made an essential 
feature of specificatians for build 
ings going up for the govern- 
ments and for municipalities 
throughout the Dominion. There 
will possibly be a decrease of 
output in furniture. The lumber 
mills ordinarily enjoying an ex- 
port -business ought to be able 
to continue operations much as 
usual, though they will not have 
access to Germany and Austria, 


and there is ample opportunity 
for many of the other lumber 
men to seek outside trade as 


well. 

The textile industry appears to 
be in an excellent position. The 
number of plants in 1910 is given 
as 1,444, the 72,672 emplovees 
were paid $26,703,826 in wayres, 
amd the cost of materials was 
$72,128,436. With the cutting 
off of supplies. from Germany 
and Austria our Canadian plants 
should be called upon to furnish 
a wider range of goods than 
ever before for the domestic 
market, and what with the mak 
ing of necessary clothing these 
factories are busy. It rests with 
the manufacturers themselves 
whether they are to hold the rew 
domestic market when the

, industry. The making of chemi- 
cals and allied products in Can- 
ada in, ue uired 178 plants 
and 5,274 ployees, the wages 
paid senodiaad to $2,393,971 and 
the materials involved cost $14,- 
059,022. There have beén no 
reasons cited so far why Canad- 
ians could not take up this in- 
dustry more ‘systematically and 
become independent of outside 
supplies. We have arsenia, anti- 
mony, cobalt platinum, nickel, 
copper, silver, gold, phosphates, 
asbestos, coal, iron, tungsten 
among other things listed as 
natural resources. Yet the bulk 
of our refining is carried on out- 
side the country. The chemical 
industry in Canada now has a 
splendid chance to make histcry. 

The Canadian iron and sieel 
industry is only in its infancy. 
Perhaps it is just as well that 
such is the case because other- 
wise the army of unemployed 
would certainly have recruited 
from the big plants. Federal 
statisticians numbered the iron 
and nee shops in 1910 at #24, 
emplo 48,558, wages paid 
$25, 78 2.388, amd cost of ma‘ er- 
tals $52, 452, 103. The industry 
is most prosperous when coun- 
tries are doing a great deal of 
new construction, when the skele- 
tons of big office buildings are 
etched against the sky, and con- 
fidence is rampant in individ 
uals. But a pleasing feature is 
that orders for this class of work 
are placed usually a long way 
ahead. Then, too, the federal 
government proposes to go on 
with a vast amount of construc- 
tion work and provincial govern- 
ments and municipalities, as far 
as they are able, will proceed 
with similar enterprises. 

The leather goods trade has 
already ‘been touched upon.

But this,should provide an 
excellent opportunity for maxers 
of brick, stcme and cement to 
stock up in order that they may 
be in a better position co nvake 
prompt deliveries when the de- 
mand. starts in earnest again. 
These are our chief industries.

to 16,373, or within 
the factories enum- 
erated by the census man in 
1911. The employees number 
352,618. They are concerned 
with the making of essential pro- 
ducts. The people need the goods 
they manufacture.: Today, even 
after all the prophecies and cab 
culations unemployment has not 
increased to anything like the 
proportions expected when the 
war began. It is unlikely that 
it will, and there will ve the 
added solace that this year he- 
cause extraordinary conditions 
prevail, legislative aids will be 
provided which were never avail- 
able before.

Geographically it has 
fSeemed remote from al] the other 
zones of thajor operations—more in 
the nature of a little war by itself. The 
@verage layman when asked to locate 
the region places it rather indefinitely 
“somewhere in Western Asia.” 


The Caucasus for a great many 
years has been Russia's outpost from 
which gradually she has extended her 
influence over Northern Persia and the 
potentially wealthy 
Asia Minor. The jofty mountains, on 
the other hand, have been Turkey's 
bulwark against encroaching Musco 
vites, held with desperation against an 
ever-increasing pressure from the 
aorth. 

The first effort of the Ottoman 
army when it was projected into the 
war was directed through the Cau- 
easus against Russia. A force based 
on the fortified city of Erzerum sought

to clear the frontier and capture Kars, | 


the metropolis of the Russian coasted 
@istrict. The column penetrated to 
the very outskirts of Kars, and for a 
few days there were rumors of its 
e€apture, but the Russians’ succeeded 
in the end in not only retsining it but 
@ariving back the Turks to the frontier 
and beyond. 

All of the first winter of the war 
fighting of the utmost severity oecur- 
red in the mountains, where the 
armies surged back and forth in snow 
that at times reached a depth of 20 
feet. At least 200,000 men were en- 
gaged in a series of desperate con- 
fiicts that lasted until earty in April, 
when the Turks, with the battle a 
stalemate, withdrew a good part of 
their forces to meet the Anglo-French 
demonstration against the Darda- 
nelles. The German and Austrian of 
fensive, which was organized at thc 
game time and began May Jst with the 
battle of Donajec, at the same time 
saved the situation for the Turks by 
compelling the Russians to end their 
activities in the Caucasus and concen- 
trate every available man and gun in 
Galicia just at a time when the weak 
ening of the Turkish front might have 
permitted a decisive victory. The 
conditions of the great war as a whole 
have prevented until recently the re- 
sumption of the campaign with any- 
thing like adequate numbers” and 


~ equipment. 


Simultaneously with the beginning 
of the drive on the Arasa the Rus- 
Siang opened an active campaign on 
the southern shores of Lake Van and 
increased their activity in Persia. 
Perhaps no better illustration of the 
spirit of co-operation that actnates 
the allied war offices can he found 
thun this widespread attack on the 
Turks. It will be noted that the re- 
sumption of Russian activity against 
the Porte came just at the time when 
the Anglo-French pressure at the 
Dardanelles was withdrawn. Far 
from having an opportunity for rest 
and recuperation after the struggle 
on Gallipoli the Ottoman army was 
forced almost over night to prepare 
to meet a strong and determined of- 
fensive on its opposite frontier and 
over a front, including three active 
rones, of more than three hundred 
miles. This was  Russia’s contribu- 
tion to the game of “worrying the 
Turk.” 


Enormous Total of War Expenditures 
For the Present Year 


“The expenditure for war pur- 
poses in Canada will aggregate $600, 
000,000 within the present calendar 
year,” according to the estimate of 
the March letter of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce. 

This total exceeds anything 
dreamed of when the work of mak- 
ing ammunition was undertaken in 


this country. The letter adds: “The 
output of ammunition, which at the 
commencement of the present year 


was valued at $30,000,000 per month. 
is steadily increasing as a result of 
greater efficiency That still heavier 
demands will be made upon our in 
dustries is foreshadowed by the an- 
nouncement that at the request of 
the government the banks are pre 
paring to provide a further credit 
of from fifty to seventy-five millions 
for imperial purposes It is hoped 
that this will result in bringing new 
orders of at least $150,000,000 to this 
country.”

Popular Support Required 


Importance of Independent Education- 
al Work In Protecting Wild 
Life 


There is no deart), in Canada of gov 
ernmental agencies actively engaged 
in conserving. pird and animal life 
While the work is mainly in the hands 
of the provinces, several branches of 
the feleral government are also ren 
dering invaluable service Unfortun 
ately, popular support of official meas 
sures, which is the most potent single 


factor In insuring their success, is 
very much lacking The most ser 
ious obstacles and difficulties arise 


from the lack of strong unofficial soct- 
eties to carry on independent work 

The great advance of wild life pro- 
tection jn the United States, in recent 
years, is due largely to the efforts of 
such bodies as the American Game 
Protective and Propagation associa- 
tion, the National Association of Aud 
ubon Societies, the Camp Fire club 
and the American Bison Society, Sim 
ilar organizations exist In Canada, and 
the. excellent work of the Canadian 
Society for the Protection of Birds, 
the Independent Naturalists Associa- 
tion, the Dominion Game Protective 
and Trap-Shooting Assoclation and 
others can not be too highly commend 
ed. But Canadian organizations of 
this character have failed to develop 
their efforts and to utilize their oppor 
tunities to the extent which their field 
of usefulness permits and invites. It 
must be recognized that, while the in 
iative in game law reforms may come 
from public officials, the success of 
practical measures requires popular | 
support, which, in turn, must depend 
upon persistent educational efforts. 
The scop2 along these lines for inde 
pendent societies is unlimited, and it 
is to be hoped thar, as the need for 
deter protection of wild life becomes 
steadily more apparent, this branea 
of the work will be successful in en- 
listing the services of an increasing 
number of active workers. 


The Beer and Wine Fallacy | 


Pernicious Effects of Beer Drinking on 
the Health and Morals 

Dr. Kress, third vice-president of 
the American Medical Society for the 
Study of Alcohol and other narcotics, 
Bays: “The beer industry in the Unit- 
ed States has practically developed 
during the past sixty years, Previous 
to that very little beer was sold. Whis- 
key, brandy and other spirituous li- 
quors were used. The average con- 
sumption of alcohol was at that time 
one and one-third gallons per head an- 
nually. 

The beer « onsumption has increased 
by leaps and bounds. The breweries 
now turn out over sixty-five” million 
barrels of beer annually. The annual 
consumption of alcohol per capita in 
the form of beer is over one and one- 
half gallons. This means that now 
there is more alcohol consumed per 
capita in the form of beer than was 
consumed sixty years ago in the form 
of whiskey, brandy, beer and all other 
alcoholic beverages combined 

This increase in the use of beer has 
not resulted in a decrease’ of the 
stronger drinks. We are now consum- 
ing per capita three gallons of alcohol | 
instead of one and one-third and that 
in spite of the efforts-to stop the whole 
traffic. It is evident then that beer 
has not made for temperance in Amer- 
ita. 

Beer is not a “liquid food,” or a 
“health drink,” as it is claimed. In 
deed, pure whiskey with pure water | 
added to reduce it to four per cent. al 
cohol is less injurious than an equal 
quantity of beer which contains four 
per cent. alcohol and other injurious 
substances. It is difficult to find a 
heavy beer drinker forty years of age 
with a normal heart, liver or kidneys 
These \ital organs from the excessive | 
burden that is put on them, wear out 
prematurely. The peer drinker nay 
have an abundance of flesi) but it is of 
inferior quality. Surgeons do not care 
to operate on him because tile chances 
of recovery are minimized Should tue 
beer drinker be taken down with 
pneumonia or some other febrile dis 
ease that taxes the heart and Kidneys 


he would have but three chances out 
of teb to recover So much for the 
physical ills of beer drinking

It’s the woman behind the plow this 
time, though one might not searcely 
believe it, contemplating the slith lit- 
tle person with the dainty hands, at 
least not until one had met the level 
gaze of her eyes. Then anything that 
bespoke energy of purpose, inteli- 
gence, and enterprise became possible. 
Her name is Miss Ruth Hillman, and 
She is this week a guest at the Royal 
Alexandra, having come to the city on 
business concerning some forty thous- 
and bushels of No. 1 hard wheat, not 
to mention a trifle like 18,000 bushels 
of oats which she has grown this 
season on her farm out from Moose 
Jaw. She had 1,900 acres under crop 
of varioug kinds. In addition. site is a 
seed wheat specialist of growing répu- 
tation. 


“IT do not do the actual manual 
labor,” explained Miss Hillman. “IT 
direct my staff You see, | believe 
farming is just like any other big 
business, and business systems 
should be introduced into jt.

Indeed, she seemed 
to think that her work could searce- 
ly hold special interest “It is no 
credit to me,’ she explained “J 
come of Danish descent, and so in- 
herit a love.of the land Coming up 
here from the United States nine 


years ago with my mother and young 
brother, I started in, tackling each 
problem ag it come." In further @bn- 
versation it came ont that Miss Hill 
man, doubtless to escape ennui, had 
taken up as a side line the trying out 
of special kinds of wheat “IT make 
a specialty of Marquis wheat.’ she 
stated, and added. with the shy tri- 
umph of a debutante who had mas- 
tered a new fox trot, “Indeed, 1 first 
introduced it into the United States. 
Isn't this tie-up the limit?” she add 
ed. “Here 1 am with four big orders 
for wheat seed that I dare not prom 
ise to fill.” 

This year she tried out Durum 
wheat, the first time it had been tried 
in Canada It had yielded from 60- 
‘0 bushels to the acre. Miss Hill- 
man explained that it was ex‘ensive- 
ly used in the manufacture of mace- 
aroni. ‘My system,’ she said. “is to 
try the seed out, say, on one acre 
the first year and then on a bigger 
area, until 1 know its pecularities 
and what soil culture is must have. 
That's the whole secret,’ she went 
on, enthusiastically. “Loyalty to the 
land, studying its possibilities, and 
tre special treatment needed, not 
seeing how much one can grab out 
of it without any thought of exhaus- 
tion. I do not think this was a spec- 
jal year T think this wonderful 
crop is merely due to the increased 
eultivation put on the land. Lund 
will respond all the time if you give 
it half a chance." 


Asked as to her jdeas of farming 
as an occupation for women, Miss 
Hillman became thoughtful “Wo 
men can be successful at it if they 
will make up their minds to work 
work, and then work,” she said fin 
ally. “I can see where they would 
do splendidly near a big market, but 
as to away out on a prairie. they 
must be sure of their physical, 
moral, and mental strength before 
they attempt ir. It is a big test. And 
also, women farmers are like men

Haphazard Recruiting 


Industries Suffering Unnecessarily 
Through the Present Method 


The following memorial to the Do 
minion governinent was passed by the 
Hamilton Recruitng league, March 
7, 1916 

Whereas, this Dominion is engaged 
in a war involving the very existence 
of British institutions--a warthat calls 
for the most rigid economy of men and 
ineans—a war that can be successfully 
concluded only by the fullest utiliza- 
tion OF all our resources. 

Whereas, under the present volun 
tary system there is great waste of the 
nation’s resources. 

The Hamilton Recruiting Teague 
humbly begs the government of (Can- 
ada to appoint a commission for the 
purpose of: 

(a) Taking a census pf all men in 
the Dominion from 1% years of age and 
upward, specifying those married and 
unmarried. 

(b) Classifying the men according 
to their occupations or their fitness or 
preference for certain kinds of work. 

(c) Classifying the industries with 
a view to the restriction or the ulti- 
mate elimination of such as are non- 
essential to the welfare of the coun 
try or are not economic factors. 

(d) It being understood that the 
foregoing is urged with a view to the 
iminediate application of some just 
and comprehensive system of draft 
whereby the men necessary to com- 
plete the Canadian Expeditionary 
forces may be readily secured 

The Hamilton Recruiting Ieague 
has been a very active agency in the 
enlistment of soldiers. It may fairly 
claim a share of the credit that is due 
to Hamilton for her splendid contribu- 
tion to the forces of the empire 

From its intimate knowledge of the 
workings of the voluntary system, the 
league has reached the conclusion

ent methods would be highly detrt- 
mental to the welfare of the coun 
try

I find that Sudan grass will grow on 
almost any kind of land where cane, 
corn, kafir, ete., will grow. . 
We have been warned not to plant 
Sudan grass till the ground is thor- 
oughly warmed in the Spring, but it 
has proved a very hardy seed with me, 
germinating and doing nicely when 
planted early in the spring, even eur!

We also have been advised that 
northern grown seed is becter adapted 
to corn belt sections than southern 
grown seed J have tried both, and 
tne only difference 1 could see, was in 
the price I paid for the seet—-§1 per 
pound for the northern grown: 60 
cents per pound = for the southern

I have found that Soudan grass will 


yield profitably almost any way you 


want to plant il, provided you get the | 


seed covered with about a half inch of 
good dirt.

the War of Freedom

Grim determination to fight the war 
Yo the bitter end and a calm confid- 
ence in its succersful outcome is Kang 
land’s present state of mind, accont- 
ing to Lewellyn A. Nares of Fresno, 
Cal., who reached New York recently 

He was in IAverpool on the night of 


the “central counties raid,” as it is 
known, on Feb. 1, though they reached 
jhnelther Liverpool nor Manchester, as 


the Germans asserted they did 

“The damage they done war confin 
ed to a small brewery,” he sald, “anda 
few little cottages and homes in which 
|the casualties occurred. No one se2m 
{ed at all excited about the raid. When 
{the word wag flashed from the coast 
|that the ‘Zepps’ were coming the cities 
|and towns gave the sual signals, asic 
;every one, except the many curious, 
|took cover. You know they lower the 
lights for about ten minutes and then 
j|flash them on again for a time, and 
|the people go to their homer and wait 
In the safest places. Then, of course, 
trains and tramcars were stopped 
while the raid was in progress, and 
a8 s00n as the airships came near any 
jtown all the lights were put out I 
was in Liverpool on the night of the 
raid and did not hear anything about 
It until next day 

“I found business conditions in Eng- 
land very good, except for the shoriags 
of labor. For the first time in year 
every one in the United Kingdom has 
work and all the work they can do. 
And what {8s more every one is work- 
jing. All the women, of the high and 
low degrees, are employed. Every 
|man, woman or child is doing his or 
her bit. A remarkable feature of the 
\present economic Hfe in England. is 
the number of women who are work- 
ing at trades that used to employ men 
exclusively. There are thousands of 
them in the munition plants and they 
told me that the women make the best 
sort of labor for this class of work, 
as they are capable of handling the 
| finest tools with facillty after a short 
training. All England is adjusting it- 
self to the new conditions and making 
the best of things. 

“For the first time {n years, also, 
there is no suffering among the poor, 
In fact, there are now no poor. The 
shortage of labor makes every hand 
}available and in families where four or 
five pounds a month used to be the in- 
‘come, they now received from thirty 
jto forty. Of course, this leads to ex- 
| travagance in many cases and it is not 
|uncommon for these families to buy 
jpianos and other luxuries where he- 
fore the war they were thankful to 
get enough to eat, 

“IT had occasion to meet a number 
of what) we would call ‘big business * 
men,’ and others intimately connected 
with the work being done for the 
empire, and they assured me that tue 
recruiting was all that could be de- 
sired, 

“Everywhere I went I found ali the 
open places filled with soldiers. Ali 
jan parks, golf courses, playgrounds, 
jand gechoolyards were being used, and 
} heard it said geveral times that the 
full 4,000,000 men required had been 
| obtained. 
“One of 


the reasons that English- 
jmen feel so confident about the out- 
cone of the war js that perfect co- 
,Operation has been established among 
the allies. They are practically one 
great nation, armed to defend itself 
agains; the Germans. In Englang they 
jreceive’ things they need from the 
French and Russians, to say nothing 
of the Italians, and the latter, on the 
;other hand, get their necessities from 
| England. There is perfect co-opera- 
uon in finance, manufactures, the mak- 
ing of munitions, the supplying of the 
;armies, and, best of all, at the front 


where the real work of the war Is 
being done 
“L found England making prepara- 


lions for the reconstruction period af- 


ter the war. The Manchester board 
of trade at its unnual meeting prac- 
Ucally decided to abandon the prin- 
ciples of Cobden and give up free 
trade.
